A comparison of this year’s figures with last year’s shows that 
our library circulation is growing steadily. The circulation of child- 
ren’s books is up from 8,998 to 9,499, an increase of 542%. The rise 
of adult circulation from 3,463 to 3,904 titles, an increase of 1214%, 
shows encouraging results of our efforts to expand our service to the 
adults of the community.

The figures above indicate that we are borrowing from the State 
Library each year, more and more books to supplement our own 
purchases, to assist individuals taking courses, doing special studies, 
pursuing their hobbies, or to provide material relative to community 
activities, such as the art exhibit, last summer. A request to the 
librarian is all that is necessary to secure the book of your choice. 


Our permanent collection has been increased during the year, by 
a number of fine memorial and gift books, by the purchase of adult 
titles with the gift of $10.00 from the Utility Club, and by the ac- 
quisition of discarded, but thoroughly readable, mysteries from the 
Howe Library collection. Western and mystery fans are grateful for 
the many paperbacks contributed to our large, uncatalogued collection 
in these fields. When read by our readers, these are passed on to 
other libraries or institutions where they will fill a need. 


A problem which confronted the trustees this year was the necessity 
of expanding our school program in September to meet the needs of 
the consolidated school. To accomplish this, a great many hours were 
spent during the summer by a small, loyal number of volunteers, in 
rearranging books on the shelves to accomodate the increased number 
of books from our own collection and the Bookmobile needed to supply 
the school children. Many books were restored to circulation by 
mending. The basement room of the library has been opened to the 
public and houses a large section of the adult non-fiction titles. 


Wednesday library hours have been lengthened so that the library 
is now open, except for about 15 minutes at noon, from 9:00 a.m. 
to 5:00 p.m. and, as usual, in the evening, from 7:00 to 9:00 o’clock. 
The Saturday hours are from 1:00 to 5:00 in the afternoon. The 
morning hours on Wednesday for grades 5-8 are supervised by volun- 
teer P.T.A. librarians, Mrs. Charles Balch and Mrs. Kenneth Uline. 
Afternoon service for the public and grades 1-4 begins at 12:30. The 
regular librarian is assisted by 4 P.T.A. volunteers in rotation, Miss 
Beatrice Buse, Mrs. Maurice Crawford, Mrs. Robert Melendy and 
Mrs. Harris C. Pushee. Approximately 175 children attend the library 
each week and make a selection of books. In addition to this program, 
collections of books are loaned to each classroom, and books are made 
available for reading aloud to the younger children and for use in 
special projects. 


Great interest continues to be shown in our branch library in 
Miss Gaylord’s house in Lyme Center, and a high level of circulation 
maintained. Mrs. Katherine Bryant is the extension librarian. She 
is served by the Bookmobile, and has been assisted during the year 
by several volunteers, Mrs. Dean La Mott, Mrs. Charles Thompson,

Mrs. Roy Day, and some of the older boys and girls. 


An unusual gift was received by the library early in the year, a 
bequest in the will of the Rev. Clara Cook. Helvie, who had been 
residing in Massachusetts. This was a “light and dark mahogany 
‘Federal Chest’ from the old Col. Thomas Gilbert House near the 
Connecticut River in Lyme (now owned by Ralph Fisher) and the 
Author’s Volume Number Five of the book ‘Palmyra and Vicinity’ 
by Thomas Lathrop Cook, born at Lyme Center, New Hampshire.” 
The introduction of the book contains a charming and nostalgic de- 
scription of life in Lyme in the early days. Both it and the bureau 
are on display in the library. 


Usual activities of the trustees during the year were attendance at 
the annual meeting of the New Hampshire Association of Library 
Trustees at Concord and recognition of National Library Week and 
Children’s Book Week by special activities and exhibits. 


During November, the trustees attended a meeting in Woodsville 
under the auspices of the State Library, to discuss the possibility of 
cooperative book-buying among the libraries in this area. A project 
of this sort, in which the Lyme Town Library joins those of Orford, 
Orfordville, Piermont, Haverhill, and Woodsville, was initiated on 
January 12 of this year. It is a venture in cooperation which will im- 
prove the service of all libraries concerned and which will be given 
further publicity in the months to come. 


Minor repairs to the roof were the only physical maintenance 
items this year. Librarians salaries were increased, as was the insurance 
coverage for the library. 


Space is too limited and the number of “friends of the library” too 
large to permit of their mention by name. You all contributed to the 
library through the generous appropriation of town funds, and many 
of you have made further contributions of time, suggestions, books, 
magazines and hours of hard work, all much appreciated. This coop- 
eration is indispensable to the functioning of our library. The trustees 
are grateful for your help and grateful for the opportunity to be a 
part of such a vital community institution.

200th ANNIVERSARY (1961) COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Bicentennial Committee has accomplished some of the things 
it aimed for this year. Questionnaires and informative letters have 
been sent to each person in town, summer residents, and to some 
former Lyme people. We need your answers on this questionnaire 
now in order to do a job in 1961. The map of the Town is progressing. 
It took a year to find the proper material for overlays and an ink 
which could be used on it. So far the base map and the 1806 map 
are completed and the “town plan” nearly so. Gregory Dimick has 
been added to the committee. He is greatly interested in local history. 
Let’s hope he is around in 2011 to help with the 250th! 


Much of the work done this year has been to track down the 
dates of existing houses in town by going through the deeds at Woods- 
ville. This is tedious work but it has given us a much better under- 
standing of how the town has grown. This will help, too, in providing 
information for house markers which were mentioned in our report 
last year. There will be a place to signa up at both Town Meeting and 
the School District Meeting if you are willing to pay about $1.25 
for a marker for your house. We tried to help the Historic Sites 
Commission see some of the interesting buildings in town. 


Several gifts have come to the Town during the year. Mr. Har- 
wood’s glass negatives of Lyme and Lyme people; a farrier’s knife; 
a joiner; a shaving horse; Thomas Perkins’ etched plate with his 
name and “Saddler and Harness-maker” on it; some letters of Rodolph 
Hall; and many newspaper clippings from the Granite State iree 
Press from the 1870’s on are some of them. Please keep these coming— 
we do appreciate them. 


We are still actively involved in the joint committee of the 
towrs who are celebrating in 1961. Canaan has joined this group now, 
as has Windsor. New England Power Company has offered this 
joint group the use of the Wilder Dam Visitor’s House for the sum- 
mer of 1961. It will be used to display history general to the area 
with a weekly calendar of events. The Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee 
Region is interested in helping to publicize the area’s 200th birthday. 


In all it has been a profitable year, but we hope for a better one 
this year with your help.

To the inhabitants of the School District of Lyme qualified to 
vote in District Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Barnes Auditorium on 
Saturday, the fifth of March, 1960, at 8:00 P.M. to act on the fol- 
lowing subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator for the ensuing year. 
Article 2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


Article 3. To choose a member of the School Board for the 
ensuing three years and’ a member for the ensuing year. 


Article 4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, 
or other officers heretofore chosen, and pass anv vote relating thereto. 


Article 6. To choose Agents, Auditors, Committees in relation 
to any subjects embraced in this Warrant and fix their salaries. 


Article 7. To see what sum of money the District will raise and 
appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of School 
District officials and agents, and for the payment of statutory obliga- 
tions of said district, and to authorize the application against said 
appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be received from the 
state equalization fund together with other income; the School Board 
to certify to the Selectmen the balance between the estimated revenue 
and the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by taxes by 
the town. 


Article 8. To see if the District will raise and appropriate, 
in addition to the orginal appropriation for 1959-60, a sum of money 
to be made available to the School District prior to July 1, 1960, in 
order to meet obligations due primarily to unanticipated costs for 
replacing the heating system in the Barnes Schcol.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyme: 


I present herein my report for 1959, my sixth annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools in Lyme. 


Consolidation 


The most significant event of the year was the consolidation of the 
schools. All children are now housed in the Barnes-Plain School. I 
am confident that this is a sound step forward and will pay educational 
dividends in the future. The first year is the most difficult one. It 
requires readjustments on the part of the pupils, the teachers and the 
parents. Perhaps the most difficult readjustment has been for some 
of the teachers because of new teaching assignments, either as to 
the school building or as to the grade level handled. I feel that they 
deserve great credit for the spirit in which they have met this chal- 
lenge and for the effective work that they are doing. 


A very difficult situation exists in two rooms. In one there is a 
combination second and third grade of 33 pupils. In another there 
is a combination of third and fourth grade of 38 pupils. With such 
large classes and especially when there are two grades to a room, no 
teacher can do the job that she would like to do or should do in 
meeting the needs of the group or of the individuals. The educational 
welfare of the children is bound to suffer in spite of the best efforts 
of the teacher. I certainly hope that for the school year 1960-61, we 
can have eight teachers, with one grade to a room. I emphasized 
this need in my report for 1958. The enrollment for September 1960 
certainly indicates that this need is still great. The enrollment es- 
timate appears below:

The above table clearly shows that we need one room for each 
grade and a sufficient number of children at each grade level to war- 
rant separate rooms. Each of the first and third grade rooms, as esti- 
mated for next year, could accomodate more pupils. Any combination, 
however, of first, second and third grades into two rooms would leave 
more than 30 in each room. This would not be good, particularly as 
it would mean combination grades of over 30 at the primary level. 
It is in these primary grades that the children get their start and 
foundation for future work. 
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New Principal 


After five years of excellent service to Lyme, Mr. Roger J. Williams, 
resigned as principal in order to accept a scholarship for a year of 
study in California. His resignation was received with deep regret by 
all concerned with the schools, but at the same time, with appreciation 
for what he had contributed and also with best wishes for his future 
happiness and success. 


We feel that we are very fortunate in securing Mr. Kenneth E. 
Heath as successor to Mr. Williams. Mr. Heath graduated from Keene 
Teachers College in 1957. He taught in Dow Academy, Franconia, 
in 1957-58 and in 1958-59 he became the teacher of grade seven and 
eight and the principal. We are confident that Mr. Heath will prove 
an able successor to Mr. Williams. 


In addition to losing Mr. Williams, Lyme also lost the services of 
one of its excellent teachers, Mrs. Andrew Woodward, who resigned to 
accept a position in Hanover. 


School Plant 


The new building is still proving to be a big asset. Because of con- 
solidation it was necessary to open an additional classroom on the 
second floor of the old Plain School. The heating plant of the Plain 
School was completely modernized and hooked into the boiler of the 
Barnes School. Another room should be opened for the school year 
1960-61, in order to accomodate another teacher. The toilet facilities 
are still completely inadequate and leave much to be desired from the 
hygienic point of view. 


The Barnes School has good asphalt tile floors and unless something 
is done in the very near future to put in hard-surfaced walks around 
the schools, those floors will be completely ruined by the tremendous 
amount of mud and dirt that is tracked into the school. The custodians 
are doing a good job in keeping the school cleaned and the teachers 
and pupils are trying to help. At times, however, the school is sur- 
rounded by mud and the pupils cannot avoid bringing much of it 
into the school. 


Curriculum 
I guote here from Mr. Heath’s report to me: 


To best meet the needs of the child the three R’s are stressed to 
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promote a good basic educationai foundation. The individual Reading 
Programs are stressed by the lower grade teachers. The reading is 
not neglected in the upper grades, but more emphasis is placed on 
mathematics, science and social studies. 


Testing and Guidance: The Scholastic Aptitude Tests have been 
given to eighth-grade students. The testing service offered through 
the University of New Hampshire includes the testing of ability and 
interests. Stanford Achievement Tests were given to all pupils last 
spring. The results of this particular test indicated average progress 
in most subjects except spelling, which was slightly below average, 
though continued improvement is being shown in that subject. 

Physical Education: Every teacher is making use of the gymnasium 
for organized game activities. This fall touch football was played 
intramurally. Boys and girls basketball teams both play interscholas- 
tically. The outside play area is much too small to effectively accom- 
modate sports such as softball and baseball. 


The School Nurse 


Lyme and Hanover are most fortunate in having the services of 
Miss Irma J. Simeneau as School Nurse. She does an excellent Job 
in the routine work of the School Nurse, such as assisting in physical 
examinations, eye and ear examinations, and assisting in clinics, Per- 
haps, however, her greatest contributon is in connection with cases 
involving individual attention and guidance. She is understanding, 
sympathetic and unstinting in her efforts to help. 


Conclusion 


In conclusion, I want again to thank the members of the School 
Board, the members of the school staff and the citizens of Lyme for 
their support and help.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE APPOINTED 


at the Lyme 1959 School Meeting to Study the Matter of an 


Addition to the Barnes School 


This report is based on the minutes of the three meetings which 
were held by this committee on November 20, December 11 and 
January 15, including reports of sub-committees. 


I SCHOOL POPULATION — TRENDS 


II 


Itt 


A. Actual school census and school population figures show 
that no significant change from the present school population 
of approximately 200 is to be expected from families now living 
in town. 


B. It seems to be a reasonable expectation that the small- 
scale movement of families from Hanover into Lyme in recent 
years will be considerably accentuated by present and future 
developments in Hanover, most conspicuously the Cold Regions 
Laboratory. Since the actual occurrence of this would be based 
on the highly personal decisions of each individual family, it 
seemed clear that there is no basis for an accurate prediction. 
If even a relatively small proportion of these newcomers choose 
to live in Lyme this could result in an increase in the Lyme 
school population in the general order of 50% (an additional 
hundred or so pupils.) It, therefore, seemed wise to the com- 
mittee to deal with the possibility that we may be faced with 
this situation. 


The ADEQUACY of the PRESENT TWO-BUILDING PLANT 


Actual classroom space (eight rooms) would be sufficient so 
long as there is no increase in the school population. Additional 
space will become necessary in proportion to any increase in 
school population. 


Toilet facilities in the old building are grossly inadequate 
and space within that buildng is not available for any addi- 
tional toilet facilities. The old building presents some fire ha- 
zards; committee members differed as to the importance of 
this factor, but a two-story, inflammable building obviously 
does not meet ideal requirements. 


PROPOSED NEW CONSTRUCTION 


The committee has a letter from Mr. Brooke Fleck, together 
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IV 


with a plan, indicating in considerable detail possible new con- 
struction, with the estimated cost of this proposal. To summarize 
briefly, the present new building was so planned and constructed 
as to provide for almost indefinite expansion, in stages, as 
needs arise. The portion of Mr. Fleck’s current suggestion, which 
the committee considered most seriously, is the so-called Area 2 
which would consist of four additional classrooms, with health, 
toilet and storage facilities. This plan is based on a more or 
less identical type of construction and building material to that 
now used. While cheaper construction is possible the maximum 
over-all saving to be effected by using the cheapest suitable 
type of materials would be approximately about 4%.There are 
various points at which the use of more expensive and higher 
quality materials would bring about improvement, but none of 
these seem of urgent importance. The estimated construction 
expense for this portion of the plan is $80,080.00 to which 
such items as architect’s fee, legal fees, furniture, landscaping 
and incidentals would have to be added to an amount of ap- 
proximately nine or ten thousand dollars. 


FINANCIAL SUPPORT 


It is to be noted that the legal limit of indebtedness for the 
School District is approximately $120,000.00, well in excess 
of the amount which would be required. If the sum of $100,000.00 
is bonded on a 20-year basis it would raise the tax rate ap- 
proximately 25¢ a hundred dollars valuation, $2.50 a thousand 
the first year, and an average of 18.6¢ ($1.86) subsequently. 
State aid under the present law provides 30% of the amount 
of annual payment on principal on all outstanding loans of 
the School District for the cost of construction of school build- 
ings. Further State aid, Federal aid or donations might become 
available but it does not seem possible to rely on such sources 
of funds. 


PLAYGROUND FACILITIES 


Minimum requirements for playground space could not be 
met by any land available contiguous to the school property. 
Such land as is available could become usable by draining and 


_ filling, at a cost of approximately $7,500.00, over and above 
.. the cost of acquisition. This seemed to the committee an un- 


warranted expense. Land is available behind the houses on the 
opposite side of Route 10 which could be acquired and graded 
at a much lower cost, with a much larger acreage. The com- 
mittee recommends to the School District serious consideration 


of this possibility. 
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As a result of this committee’s deliberations it seems apparent 
that completely satisfactory facilities for our present and im- 
mediately projected school population require an additional four 
rooms for the present Barnes School, although we could get 
along, if necessary, with the present facilities. Such an addition 
would also care for a possible increase in school population of 
up to one hundred pupils. 


On this basis, and in view of the fact that the committee 
believes in the first place that such an addition to the school 
population is very probable and in the second place that, even 
if there is no increase in the school population, additional facil- 
ities to this extent are actually needed at present,, the com- 
mittee recommends that the Budget Committee insert into the 
School District Warrant, with its approva!, an article calling for 
the issuing of bonds or notes not in excess of $100,000.00, to pro- 
vide for an addition to the Laura Barnes School, including 
suitable playground facilities. The bonds should be issued on 
a twenty-year basis. 


Note that if the addition is built it would be unnecessary to 
use the old school at present, but the committee recommends 
keeping it since it would again be needed as soon as a population 
increase occurs.
